Earlier, at a press conference, 
Archbishop Gawlina said Poland 
and other nations behind the 
iron curtain are fearful they 
will be forgotten by the West- 
ern world. He said: “The 
Church behind the iron curtain 
is the best, the only ally of de- 
mocracy.” Because of this, he 
continued, the Polish Commun- 
ist regime considers the _ im- 
prisoned Primate of Poland, 
Stefan Cardinal Wyszynski, “a 
big impediment to their policy.” 
The Reds want the Cardinal out 
of Poland, but he “had to be in 
Poland—free or not,” he said. 
“No Pole knows where he is. 
No Bishop knows where he is. We 
think he is alive. His health is 
a little delicate,” Archbishop Gaw- 
lina said. Even the communists 
_are fearful of what public reac- 
tion would be if they were to oust 
the Cardinal, the prelate contin- 
ued. He explained: “The Primate 
'has to stay in Poland—the same as 
| the Primate of Hungary, Cardinal 
'Mindszenty, has to stay, and Car- 
dinal Stepinac must stay in Cro- 
atia.” 

WHEN RUSSIA grabbed East- 
ern Poland at the beginning of 
World War II, Archbishop Gaw- 
lina estimated that 2,000,000 Poles 
were deported to Russia. He said: 

“After the war, despite the Atlan- 
‘tic Charter, when Eastern Poland 
/was given to Russia by the Allies, 
‘the Russians exterminated eight 
dioceses with 8,000,000 Catholirs. 
You must remember, the shrink- 
ing of Polish territory is the 
shrinking of Christian territory. 
The Russians needed only five 
years, from 1945 to 1950, to exter- 
minate these dioceses by brutal 
methods, by scientific — 
which is their way.”

Catholic Daily Says 


Just Sentence Imposed 
In Jewish Orphan Case 


Amsterdam, Netherlands—(NC) 
—A Catholic newspaper has de- 
scribed as just the jail sentence 


imposed by a Dutch court on the’ 


Catholic foster mother of Anneke 
Beekman, a Jewish war orphan, 
and on others who prevented the 
child from being turned over to 
her legal guardian. 


However, the Catholic daily, 
De Tijd questioned the wisdom 
of the original court 
which made a Jewish welfare 
board the orphan’s ‘legal guardian, 
apparently against her will. 


A child is not a thing that 
one can claim as something one 
is entitled to,” the De Tijd 
editorial said. “A child itself
